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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application discloses a system in a wireless network. The closest prior art remains applicant's US 
Patent 6,650,695. A search of prior art records has failed to disclose a system comprising; " a 
module in communication with the antenna, the module to drive me antenna to produce carrier 
waves having a succession of frequencies, the module further to drive the antenna to produce a 
modulated carrier wave to transmit a first protocol message, the first protocol message including 
data for the succession of frequencies, the module further to drive the antenna to produce carrier 
waves of at least two of the succession of frequencies prior to transmission of a second protocol 
message; and a demodulator to receive and demodulate a received differential phase shift keying 
(DPSK) modulated carrier wave", or a module in communication with the dipole antenna, the 
module to receive the signal indicative of the received EM waves, the module further to decode a 
first protocol message included in the signal, the first protocol message including data for a 
succession of predetermined carrier wave frequencies, the module further to modulate a 
reflectivity of the dipole antenna to reflect at least a portion of received EM waves having at 
least two of the succession of predetermined carrier wave frequencies prior to receiving a second 
protocol message" as disclosed in claims 1, 8, and 13, respectively.
